Police Chief Walter Scott was 
called to the hotel on Tuesday and 
said that there were no signs of 
violence In connection with his 
death and that since he was In ap- 
parent good health, he was pre- 
sumed to be a suicide. 

A coroner's Jury was sworn In 
Tuesday, but -the Inquest will await 
the cutiome of an autopsy per- 
formed by Dr. Hugh Wilson of Lake 
Forest, appointed by the coroner. 
No results of the autopsy were 
available today duo to the necessity 
of taking chemical tests In a labor- 
atory. 

Although tittle is known about 
Cunningham, it Is believed that he 
came to Antioch from Chicago. He 
carried a driver's license Issued 
while his residence was ot 3216 S. 
Halstcd st, Chicago. 

Survivors besides his wife, Lillian, 
are two step-daughters of high 
school age. Funeral services will 
be held today.

December Weather 
Was Quite Uniform 
With Little Snow 



An analysis of temperature and 
precipitation records kept by Co* 
operative Weather Observer Boy I. 
Kufalk for the. month of December 
shows that the temperatures for the 
entire month show little variation 
and that the whole month was fair- 
ly warm in comparison with other 
years. 

Average maximum temperature 
for the month was 34 degrees, with 
the warmest days falling on the 24th 
and 26th when the mercury rose to 
42 degrees. Average minimum tem- 
perature was 22 degrees, the coldest 
being registered on th 11th and 31st 
at 12 degrees. Other cold days 
during the month were the 19th and 
20th when a shivery 14 degrees was 
registered. 

There were eleven days in all 
when the temperature dropped be- 
low the 20 degree mark at some 
time during the day. 

Eight days of the month showed 
precipitation In measurable amounts 
with the heavies on-the'27th with 
1.45 inch.* Total for the entire 
month was only 3.21 Inches. In ad- 
dition there were five days when a 
trace was entered oh the record. 

Heaviest snow on the ground dur- 
ing the month was recorded for 
the 38th at 8 inches. Records show 
that only 1 inch of this remains on 
the ground today. 

The December day which showed 
the least change in temperature 
during the 24 hours was the 27th 
when the high was 39 and the low 
34. This was also the day of 
heaviest snowfall. 

The first four days of January, 
195S, have been considerably mild- 
er than the average for December 
with an average high of 38 and low 
25 degrees. There has been no pre 
cipltation. *

More Food for More People 

Between now and 1975, if predictions made by 
•the census takers are correct, there will be 200,000,000 
mouths to feed in this country— some 44,000,000 more 
than at present. Yet the amount of land available for 
food production is expected to increase little, if at all. 
And it Is probable -that the number of people em- 
ployed in agriculture will show no marked change. 

How, then, can agriculture possibly do the job? 
Does this mean that our living standards are due for 
a decline, so far as food and fiber are concerned? 

As Dean of Agriculture Harry J. Reed of Purdue 
University, has made clear, the history of agriculture 
has been one of greater production with less labor.' A 
century ago it took five man-hours to produce a 
•bushel of corn — now it can be done with about four 
.minutes work. Even since 1940, farm output per 
man-hour of labor has increased by 45 per cent — 
nearly half. 

' The main reason for such revolutionary progress 
is found in mechanized farm equipment. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Reed, there are 4,400,000 tractors and 
940,000 combines on American farms, along with 
more than 2,500,000 trucks and some 4,500,000 auto- 
mobiles. There arc all kinds of other machines and 
attachments — sprayers, dryers, milkers, and so on, 
And, as the years pass,^ both more machines and 
better machines become available, due to the initia- 
tive of the highly competitive farm equipment in- 
dustry. These machines in the hands of efficient 
farmers, coupled with help from people in educa- 
tion, science and industry, will meet the call for con- 
tinued progress on the land. —-> 

"Clear and Simple" 

When questions, affecting economics and the 
function of government become political controver- 
sies, they inevitably are surrounded with an almost 
impenetrable verbal smog. 

That has certainly happened in the case of the 
Administration's plan for having private enterprise 
build a $107,000,000 plant for supplying power needed 
by a huge Atomic Energy Commission installation in 
Arkansas. 

The builders will do the job with private monev, 
not tax money; they will take their chances on their 
estimates of cost being correct. And they will pay 
heavy taxes on profits earned. The interests of the 
government and the AEC — which means the pub- 
lic interest— are fully protected in the contract. Yet 
this plan has been denounced as a "give-away," and 
as an effort to undermine TVA, by those who want 
TVA to supply the power on a tax-subsidized, tax- 
free basis, and extend socialization of electricity. 

President Eisenhower's answer to that is irre- 
futable. He said, "It seems to me that there has 
been a very great deal of talk and argument— much 
of it partisan — ebout issues that are really clear and 
simple. No one in -this administration has any inten- 
tion of destroying or damaging TVA. . . . But this is 



not the same thing as fastening on the federal gov- 
ernment a continuing and never-ending responsibility 
which I frankly do not believe Is logical nor, In the 
long run, in the best interests of the country." 

■If unlimited socialism is right for the TVA area 
it is right for all areas. Then wo would wind up 
with a socialized federal power monopoly. The 
President doesn't want that. Neither does the ma- 
jority of people. —

25 Years of Progress 

How do meat prices of today compare with those 
of 25 years ago? 

Almost anyone would answer that they're much 
higher now. That is true, if only dollars-and-cents 
figures are considered. But they ore cheaper in 
terms of the amount of time the average Industrial 
worker has to put in to earn the money to buy his 
meat. 

To use two illustrations, in 1929 it took the 
worker 49 minutes to earn the price of a pound of 
round steak and 47 minutes in the case of a pound of 
ham. Now the figures are 30 minutes and 24 min- 
utes respectively. 

Many diverse factors have made that salutary 
development possible. One of them Is the remark- 
ably economical and efficient job done by the meat 
packers — the concerns that see to it that consumers 
in every far-flung reach of this vast country can 
obtain whatever cuts of meat they want when they 
want them. Impossible as it may seem, packers 
frequently sell dressed beef for less money than they 
paid for the animal on the hoof. They make up the 
difference, pay their overhead costs, and earn a 
small profit through, the sale of non-edible by- 
products, such as hides that go into leather goods 
and glands that arc the source of medicines. 

Meat packing is a fine example of the kind of 
competitive enterprise that has built and continues 
to build our living standards.
